Michigan Election Law Upset. 
Lansing, Mich., March 5.—The su­ 
preme court has decided that the elec­ 
tion on the first Monday of April in this 
state is not a general election within 
the meaning of the statute .and the suc­ 
cessors of certain circuit judges who 
were appointed to fill vacancies cannot 
be elected until the general election 
next November.

3770—Boston massacre; citizens killed by Brit­ 
ish soldiers. 
The Boston massacre had 
great influence in arousing popular feeling 
against English oppression. The immedi­ 
ate cause was resistance to the importa­ 
tion of articles subject to royal tax. The 
government, as a measure of vengeance 
upon “ tin* insolent town of Boston,” occu­ 
pant the place with a m ilitary force under 
General Gage. On this date a collision took 
place between soldiers and citizens in which 
three of the latter were killed and eight 
wounded. All taxes were soon repealed ex­ 
cept a slight one on tea. 
1832—Isaac Israel Hayes, arctic explorer, bom 
in Chester county, Pa.; died 1881. 
1889—M:.rv Louise Booth, American author 
and editor, died in New York; lxirn 1831.

AU of these are old business men,

The company will be know a 
as the Wisconsin Pharmacal Manufac­ 
turing Company; the stock will be $30, 
OOO, divided in shares of ten dollars 
each. No stock can be held by a retail 
druggist and no druggist, firm or cor­ 
poration can hold more than tw enty- 
five shares.

TO MRS. DICKENSON 


FAINTED W HEN THE FIRE 
PARTM ENT PASSED.

Injuries Received Were the Cause of 
Her Demise, Which Occurred at 
the Home, Where She Had Lived 
For Fifty Years, in the Town of 
Harmony.

A Story of Charles O’Conor. 
A t the closing of the St. Nicholas ho­ 
tel in 1884, in answer to a question by # 
the writer how he succeeded in saving I 
the life of Colonel Loring in the mem­ 
orable trial for murder committed a t, 
that hotel, Charles O’Conor gave the 
follow ing account: 
I 
After the trial had proceeded for some ] 
time the court w as informed by the jury 
that one of their number was a relative 
of the prisoner.

Mr. O’Conor, as prisoner’s coun­ 
sel, consented to tho withdrawal of the 
juror and stipulated to proceed with l l 
jurors. Tile point w as doubted, but on 
consent of tho district attorney the trial 
proceeded with ll jurors. Tho only w it­ 
ness to tho killing was tho bootblack, 
who testified that on some disturbance 
being made by Graham in throwing out 
his boots tho prisoner angrily came 
from his room aud, an altercation ensu­ 
ing, with his sword cane stabbed Graham 
aud worked abcut tho weapon when in 
his body, and witness shortly informed 
prisoner that Graham was dead. 
“ What did he say when you told him 
this:” 
Answer—No. 
O’Couor—Is that the answer of one 
who intended to kill? Is it not the an­ 
swer you would make if informed a 
friend you had just seen was dead? 
Seeing tho jury somewhat impressed 
by this view and tho change appearing 
in their faces, ho so pressed the point 
that they found a verdict of manslaugh­ 
ter.
